warmth before Dec. 1. It stands to rea 
son that heat will be needed befor 
that time and the answer is the nex 
best thing—wood.

At present it is next to impossible t 


get wood for. burning purposes an 
i-hat little can"be bought is being sol 
at topnotch prices. The result is tha 
people are being- urged to burn wood 
instead of coal, but they want to kno 
where the wood is coming from. 


It has been suggested that members 


of the municipal council, the fuel com 
mittee and a number of representative 
citizens get together and discuss plans 
for buying off a large supply of wood 
perhaps 3000 or 4000 cords, standing 
f necessary, have city employes cut 
and prepare it and then sell it, to Low- 


peoplo at a reasonable price, the

BOSTON, July 12.—The license of 


th» Gentile Flour and Products Co., 
wholesale dealers of Boston, was re- 
voked today for the period of the war 
by the state food administration, for 
illegal profiteering. Investigation ex-

that the company, had been 
selling 


large quantities of flour without sub- 
stitutes and at a profit in excess of 
that permitted by the government. The 
amount of such profits was put down 
at |«,337. The company was ordered 
"to'make restitution to innocent vic- 
tims of its profiteering," and to turn 
over any balance not refunded to the 
Italian war benefit fund.

Although the Bay State Street Railway 
company has not as yet accepted the 
public control and service-at-cost bill 
paused by the rtcent legislature, gos- 
sip is rite as to the probable ap- 
pointees in case the act is eventually 
accepted, and there is no dearth of can- 
didates willing to undertake the task 
of putting the road back on its feet, at 
16000 per year for 10 years. 


There Is one man whom Governor 


McCall "would very much like to make 
chairman of the board of trustees— 
Charles Francis Adams of Concord. The 
chief executive 
exercised upon Mr. 


Adams all of his powers of persuasion 
in an'effort to secure his .acceptance of 
the chairmanship of the Boston Ele- 
vated board, but he refused to take the 
place, and there is no reason to believe 
that he, will look upon the Bay State 
chairmanship with any more favor. 


Mr. Adams' name practically com- 


pletes the list of those whom the office 
has thus far sought. All the others, 
like Barkis, are willin'. 


The only person who Is at present 


believed certain of a place on the board 
is Samuel L. Powers of Newton, a. for- 
mer congressman, and, like Governor 
McCall, a graduate of Dartmouth. Mr. 
Powers was slated to be chairman of 
the Elevated board, after Mr. Adams 
had thrice declined 
the place, 
but 


failed to land the prize when Grenvllle

cated on two upper floors in a build- 
ing on Grafton street, Dublin,—above 
a barber-shop and

billiard-room.

In conjunction with the federal "work 
or fight" regulations, the law is ex- 
pected by the authorities to result in 
the employment of thousands of rhen 
who are now either habitual loafers. 


or engaged In occupation! of doubtful 
worth. 


Men who are not working or who are 


not doing "useful" work, were obliged 
to resistor with police officials today 
throughout the state. Efforts will be 
made to help them obtain useful em- 
ployment and In the meantime they 
must report to the 
police weekly. 


Those who fall to register aro liable 
to arrest after today. 
What comprises useful work is not 


set forth in the law and police author- 
ities have declined to define it in ad- 
vance. 
Individuals have been left to

Otherwise the best 
thing to do is to spray the plants ev- 
ery two weeks during the season with 
arsenate of lead using one ounce of 
the powder .form or two ounces of the 
paste in six quarts of water or Bor- 
deaux mixture which will take care, 
of the tomato diseases.

night bombing purposes, will be of 
800. 1200 and 
1600-horsepower,

The intricate system by which the Ger- 
mans obtained control of 'many of the 
industries in the Islands have either 
been abolished or taken over by the 
government. 
In February, 1916, a committee was 


appointed' under the leadership 
of 


Ernest Moon, Counsel to ths speaker of 
the house of commons, to investigate 
conditions relative to businesses which 
appeared, by reason of the enemy na- 


tionality of the person conducting them 
to be carried on for the benefit of Ger- 
man subjects. 
. Since ,then the committee has 
had 


under 
investigation more than 960 


cases, of which 507 were forced to dis- 
continue business and 100 were placed 
in charge of the government. The rest 
ar being carefully watched. 


Many concerns operating under Eng- 


lish names and charters were found to 
be controlled by enemy aliens, with the 
intent of hiding their identity from thG 
public. 


Throughout the country steps are 


now being taken to prevent the Teu- 
tonic trade powers from obtaining con- 
trol of certain trades after the war.

So the controversy over

charter is to be aired in court. There 
are legal points involved which it may 
be well to have cleared up in the in- 
terest of the general public. If Plan 
B is not given a place on the ballot, 
the best method of securing a change 
from the present charter would be to 
have an organization formed to ask 
tie legislature to make certain modi- 
fications on Plan B for adoption by 
the city of Lowell.

LAKE'S SUBMARINE 


Simon Lake, the inventor of a mer- 


chant submarine, urges the govern- 
ment to build a number of ships which 
can sail under water in case of dan- 
ger.

TRIBUTE TO WILSON 


That was a notable speech made by 


"former Premier Asquith at the ban- 
quet of the Liberal club in London on 
Wednesday night. He paid a glowing 
tribute to President Wilson for having

him and justified his course in state 
papers worthy to live side by side 
with the most inspiring utterance of 
his most famous predecessors." Mr. 
Asquith laid great stress upon Presi- 
dent Wilson's plea for a league of na- 
tions after the war to enforce peace, 
stating that it is one in which Great 
Britain can heartily join.

build them" was nothing new, but 
coming from Admiral Sims it can be 
relied upon as correct.

That would 
enable Germany to • draw 
upon 
the 


man power of Russia for her own sin- 
ister purposes. 


There is encouragement in the an- 


nouncement that a provisional gov- 
ernment has been started in Siberia 
to fight the Bolsheviki and the Cen- 
tral powers. The headquarters will be 
at Vladivostok from which the aid of 
the Allies can be rendered by "peace- 
ful penetration" or otherwise. 


The army of Siberia will arouse no 


suspicion among the other states of 
Russia but it has aroused the Bol- 
shevik leaders as appears from the 
fact that Trotzky says the government 
must adopt military conscription in 
order to overcome its enemies. 


At the present time President Wil- 


son is right in refusing to scatter the 
American forces to the extent of send- 
ing an army to Russia while troops 
are so badly needed on the western 
front and in Italy. The 
time 
may 


come when it will be advisable to 
adopt a different policy but until then 
the president will adhere to his de- 
clared intention of aid by 
peaceful 


methods until the time is more op- 
portune for force.

tendent of the island institutions. 
Prepared to Use Force 


And this proclamation carried with 


it the board's authority for Thomas 
E. Masterson, the newly elected chair- 
man, 
to take possession of the island 


as the acting superintendent. But Dr. 
Donlan, through his attorney, Joseph 
Lundy, announced that the board had 
pulled several bloomers in failing to 
observe legal requirements in the mat- 
ter of his removal, and that a warm 
reception will surely be accorded Mas- 
terson this morning if he attempts to 
ruio the destinies of the alrnshouse 
and hospital. 


In brief, a merry clash of authority 


is impending between Dr. Donlan and 
Masterson. 


Attorney Lundy, after 
citing the 


shortcomings of the trustees anent th» 
legal phase of the situation, declared 
last night that inasmuch as Dr. Don- 
lan had not been lawfully removed he 
would this morning resume the official 
charge of Long Island, "Masterson or 
no Masterson." 


"Dr. Donlan will brook no Interfer- 


ence with his duties by Masterson or 
any other member of the 
board of 


trustees, and if matters warrant such 
action he will order any person who 
obstructs him removed from the island, 
by force if necessary." declared Attor- 
ney Lundy last night. 


Chairman Masterson and his associ- 
ates vow they and not Dr. Donlan ara 
the rightful custodinns of Long Island, 
and their attitude indicates that Mas- 
terson has been instructed to go tha 
limit.
